Free Coinage Bill Paasad. 


WABHINOTOH, July 1.— The Senate spent 


tbe day in consideration of tbe Silver bill. 
Mnoh time was lost in disposing of a nnm 
ber ot preliminary motions, and finally 
Stewart ot Nevada offered as an amendment 
to the bill bis substitute, providing (or tbe 
free coinage of silv.r bullion nnder tbe I special train, which arrived at 2:30. 
terms of tbe Act e.f 1878, excepting for-1 Main etraet the wind carried 
eign coin silver, r. ad repealing the law of 
1890. 
Vest' inovefl to strike out tbe pro- 


vision as to foreign coin, wbiob was agreed 
to without division. 


A vote was then taken on Stewart's 


amendment as amended by Vest nod it 
was agreed to witlout diviiion. 


Morgan offered an amendment directing 


tbe coinage of all tbe silver bullion in the 
Treasury and it was also agreed to witbout 
division, Tbe bill was then passed, yeas, 
29; nays, 25.

lished in the heart of a mining country, IH 
now baching and filling to a remarkable 
degree. It controls the Federal patronage 
ol Utah, -which affords favorites fat pick- 
ings, and, therefore, while endeavoring to 
keep in wltb its subscribers it does not 
want to fall out with the administration. 
As it is inconvenient to publish two edi- 
tions, one advocating the interests of the 
people, for home circulation, and the other 
supporting Harrison and intended for the 
latitude of Washington, it favorp a third 
party one day and opposes it the next day. 
3Last week, tor instance, in referring to the 
general revolt throughout Ibe country it 
said: 


"It can easily bo seen tUat a third candi- 


date on tbe right kind of a platform, him- 
self being a right bind of a man, would 
make serious inroads into th8 votes of 
Weateru flutes, and would change all cal- 
culation* of the politicians.

TEXT OF THB Bill,. 


The bill reads as follows: 'lhat the 


owner of silver bullion may deposit tbe 
eame at any Hint of the United States to 
be coined for bis benefit and it shall be 
the duty of the proper officers, upon tbe 
term* and conditions which are provided 
by law, for the deposit and coinage of gold, 
to coin such bullion into standard dollars, 
authorized by the Act of February 33.1878, 
entitled ' 'An Act to Authorize the Coinage 
of the Standard Silver Dollar and Eastern 
Its Legal Tender Character," and such 
cove a shall be a legal tender for all debts 
and duos, public aRd private. The Aot of 
July 14, 1890, is hereby repealed, provided 
that the Secretary of the Treasury fihal} 
pxoooeiJ to have coined all the silver bull- 
ion, in tbe Trewary purchased with silver 
or coin certificoteg.

HE BO&TID OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


of "SVashoe coun*y, Nevada, by virtue of the 


power and authority In them vented by the laws of 
thf Btato of Nevada, do nrdatn as follows. 


SECTION 1. It shull be unlawful for any person

w \mtevei within the limits ol tlie town of Ueuo. 


SBC 2. Any barbed wirw fence or fencing of 


any kind now existing or \vhioh *nay he hereafter 
erected within the corporate limits of the town of 
Re to shall be deemed a nuisance. 
ue 3. Any person or persons who shall here- 


after erect nr maintain any barbed wire fencoor 
fencing of any kind or for anv purpose or shall USB 
barbed wlrr, in connection with any other material 
whatever for fencing purposes within the corpor- 
ate limits of «4ht* town of Heno shall be deemed 
cuilly "f a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
then-of bifure any Court of competent Jurisdiction 
shall ba fined in any Bum not exceeding fifty do]- 
ur« or be imprisoned in the City and Count} Jail 
not 
i xcef ding twenty.five days, or may be puu- 


sh--d by both such fine and imprisonment. Aud 
it flbuil be the du'y of the Judge or Justice before 
whom the case iray be tried, in case of conviction, 
to enter an order directing the Chief of Police or 
other pence officer of said town to forthwith re- 
move such nuisance.
